a year or until such tome as the polit-

\iate a new cangl treaty and in the mean 
time their congress had declared invalid 
the renewal] of the French concession 
which might have haprened on the isth- 
mus. I may safely assert, without fear 
of contradiction by any well-informed 
person, that the government of France 
would not have stood serenely by and 
witnessed the piliage of thousands of her 
reople through the act which Bogoia pol- 
iticlans devised for the looting of the 
French company _of $40.090,000. 

“The moment that the cables flashed 
from Bogota to Paris the astounding 
news that the extension of the French 
concession was cancelied, a French 
squadron from Martinique would have 
borne down upon the isthmus and perhaps 
landed marines at Colon and sent them 
across the isthmus to Panama and along 
the lines of the canal toe Protect the In- 
terests and property of French citizens. 
There would, in al] prob. Jility, have 
been an armed cenfilict between France 
and Colombia, or France at least would 
have felt herself compelled to hold the 
isthmus for a long period. This would 
have wrought immediate and poignantly 
upon the sensibilities of the American 
people, in respect to the Monroe doc- 
trine, and we should no doubt have found 
ourselves viewing France with annoying 
apprehension. The French war Ships 
might easily have been followed by those 
of England and Holland: and Panama, 
like the Balkan states, might well have 
bee nexpected to furnish the spark to set 
half the world in flames. 

Praise for Roosevelt. 

“When you keenly grasp the full sense 
of Imminent danger of foreign compli- 
eations which eonfronted the president 
and the plainiy evident truth that no 
justice, generosity, fair dealing or busi- 
ness like consideration could be obtained 
from Colombia, and when you recall Co- 
lombia’s ‘dog in the manger’ attitude 
and the salient, dangerous, pressing ex- 
igencies of the situation that confront- 
ed this government upon the night .of 
Nevember 3, I think you may wel] be 
glad that there was in. WAshington Upon 
this truly fateful occasion a man who 
possessed the insight, the knowledge, the 
spirit and the courage to seize the oppor- 
tunity to strike a blow, the result of 
which can be fraught only with peace 
and good to the whole world.”’ 

“One of the most significant and yal- 


uable results of our action in respect 
to Panama will be the wholesome object 
lesson and the enduring mora] effect 
which our supremacy on the isthmus will 
bring to the eyes of certain people, who 
arein sore need of .nstruction in the prac- 
tice of peaceful pursuits and orderly ad- 
ministration. It also will not be without 
value for these same people clearly to 
understand in dealing with the United 
States that there is a limit. to the pa- 
tience and the forbearance of this gov- 
ernment. We have always tried to deal 
generously and kindly with eur neigh- 
bors; we have done them gréat favors 
at many times, in many ways, with ne 
expectation of reward in return. Our 
citizens have sometimes suffered great in- 
dignities at their hands and on more than 
one occasion they have visited unmer- 
ited slights and insults upon this govern- 
ment. All these things we have borne 
weli and patiently, fer it is doubtless 
true that there is a disposition te take 
advantage of our good will and our good 
nature. It is also true that some of the 
Latin-American countries have presumed 
upon their smaliness and feebleness to 
do certain things, and to assume certaih 
unpardonable attitudes, which we would 
net for a moment tolerate on the part of 
larger or more responsible nations. 
For Latin Americans. 

“Happily, afl ef the Latin-Americans 
are net alike, and all do not offend in 
these particulars. There are many good 
and enlightened people among them. We 
have the best of feeling for them all. 
We want them to attain great prosperity 
and power. We wish all of our neighbors 
well and we want all of them to be 
plenteously endowed with the blessings 
of peace. No republic to the south of 
us Can become too rich, potent and self- 
sustaining to suit the kindly purpose of 
this country. Everywhere among the 
people of Latin-America we want the 
spirit of liberty to thrive and have its 
being. We want to feel that they are 
profiting by what is noble and true in 
our national fife. 

“In this sense, at least, we hope to be 
paramount throv@hout the world. We 
want the American republics to know 
that honest toil is dignified and ennobling: 
we want them to entertain a spirit of 
toleration in all matters: we want, too. 
ideas of civil and religious liberty and 
free education to have wide scope and 
abundant appreciation, and we desire all 
of our Latin-American friends heartily 
to join us in urging, supporting and vi- 
talizing the principle of international ar- 
bitration. 

“In these peaceful ways ft is the desire 
of this government to Americanize the 
new world, and perhaps the old, but not 
by the power of the almighty dollar, nor 
by the urgency of trade demands, not by 
any manifestation, or display of force. 
but rather by more potent and enduring 
means of the dissemination of those lofty 
civilizing agencies, those great princi- 
ples, those fine ideals, those subsiantia! 
virtues upon which our country was 
founded and upon which it has continu- 
ously thrived, and had its well being.”

Washington, December 1[5.—Argument

gumed in the United States supreme court 
today and again the court room was 
erowded by attorneys and others iInter- 
gated in the case. 

Attorney General Knox was recognized 
gimost immediately after the court came 
in and resumed his argument at the point 
at which he left off when court adjourn- 
ed yesterday. Hie declared that by the 
ynion of the Northern Pacifle and the 
Great Northern Securities Company two 
canpeting interstate railroads have been 
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independence as competitive factors in 
interstate commerce is destroyed. 

The thing that has been done was de- 
cared illegal, he said, when drought 
ghout by the methods pursued in the 
joint traffic and trans-Missouri cases. 
These were ease’ of contracts of agree- 
ments between independent and compet- 
ing lines of railroad for the regulation of 
traffic charges. The government charged 
that these agreements restrained inter- 
siate commerce and this court sustained 
that contention 

Mr. Knox’s Argument. 

The attorney general said that ft was 
not his Intention to reargue any of the 
propositions settled by the trans-Missouri 
and joint traffic cases, but to do what he 
could to show their application to the 
facts of this case. He, however, made 
the following statement of the great 
questions settled by the court in those 
cases* 

"First, that to shut out the operation 
of the general law of competition be- 
tween competing interstate railroads is 
to restrain Interstate commerce. 

“Second, that to bring the operations 
of two or more competing interstate rail- 
roads under the contr! of a single body 
shuts out the operation of the general 
law of competition and constitutes a re- 
straint upon, interstate commerce. 

“Thing, that congress is competent to 
forbid any merger or combination among 
eon panies competing for Interstate com- 
merce which restrains commerce among 
the states by shutting out the Operation 
of the genera’ law of competition.

He declared that the power to suppress 
competition has been exercised. He as- 
Serteq that they executed that power 
and actually suppressed and destroyed 
competition the moment they parted 
with the legal title to their segregated 
holdings and vested them in the Northern 
Securities Company. This, he contended, 
actually destroyed competition betwean 
the two roads, and in support of this 
Statement, he laid down the following 
general propositions: 

“To be competition there must be com- 
petitors in different interests. 

“Any act which eliminates the com- 
petitors or unifies the interests, destroys 
competition. 

“There is no competition where the net 
results of operation go into a common 
purse. 

“There may be rivalry between the 
different departments or agencies to 
which will contribute the most to the 
common fund or as to which js the most 
economically administered or operated, 
but so long as all are interested in the 
operations of each by sharing a fixed 
Proportion of a common fund, unaf- 
fected by the proportion contributed by 
each, there is no competition.” 


Knox Sums Up. 

Mr. Knox then summed up his points 
in support of his contentions that as a 
fact a merger is a combination tn the 
form of trust or otherwise, as follows: 

“That the end {ft accomplishes {ts to 
bring under one control the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern railroads in 
such a@ way as to destroy competition 
between them and to create a monopoly 
of transportafion in the section served 
by fhem. 

“That this en@ was the deliberate pur- 
pose of the parties defendant who con- 
ceived and carried out the combination. 

“That such a conibination is tn restraint 
of trade as your honors have repeatedly 
decided, and therefore, violates the act 
of congress. 

“It is bad enough to bring the entire 
railroad facilities of an important section 
of the country under monopolistic con- 
trol, but when to the power to fix charges 
for transportation you add the creation 
of scores of millions of flat stock upon 
which those charges are expected to pay 
dividends, you impose an unjustifiable 
burden upon the people an exact too 
high a price for a successful evasion of 
the law.” 

In concluding, 
said: 

“As I said it opening this argument, 
specifically this suit was instituted to de- 
termine whether this device, which de- 
fendants employed to restrain interstate 
commerce, by monopolizing the business 
of transportation, will prevail against a 
law making all devices to that end ille- 
gal.

FRAZIER SAYS 
HE CANNOT ACT 


Has No Jurisdiction Over Duck- 
town Copper Mines, 


Regrets That Georgia Property Has 
Been Destroyed and Suggests 
That the Courts of Tennessee 


or the United States 
Be Appealed To. 


Governor James B. Fraziex, of Tennes- 
see, has written Governor Terrell that he 
has no jurisdiction in the matter of the 
destruction of Georgia propefty by the 
fumes from the Ducktown copper smelt- 
ing works, and there is no law under 
| which he can take any action. 

adovernor Terrell received a letter to 
this effect yesterday, and today, or very 
soon, the governor and Attorney General 
John C. Hart will hold a conference to 
determine what steps shall next be pur- 
sued. It Is more than likely that Gover- 
nor Terrell will, upon the advice of the 
attorney general, adopt the suggestion of 
Governor Frazier and appeal to the 
courts, either those of Tennessee or Nose 


of the United States. 

Governor Frazier, after acknowledging 
receipt of the report of the Georgia com- 
mission relative to the destruction of 
timber and vegetation in Georgia by the 
fumes from the Ducktown copper works, 
expresses regret that in the operation of 
any industry the citizens of @ neighbor- 
ing state should be injured. He then 
states that he knows of no provision of 
law by which he could take any step to 
prevent such injuries, and suggests that 
the courts of Tennessee or of the United 
States are the only tribunals which could 
take furisdiction of the matter. Governor 
Frazier says that reports from Ducktown 
and the neighboring country indicate that 
the extent of the damage in that section 
| has been greatly exaggerated, but upon 
| this point he declines to express any 
| Opinion. He says the companies which 
| operate in that section have made exten- 


sive experiments with a view to finding 
some method of smelting the copper ore 
| without releasing the destructive fumes. 
' He also calls attention to the fact that 
lands in that section are not of grwat 
value. 

Governor Terrell at once turned the let- 
ter over to Attorney General Hart and 
they will take the matter under con- 
sideration within the next few days. It 
is confidently expected that a suit at law

MAJOR GARLAND 
FALLS, AGED 94 


Had Shaken Hands with 
Every President Save

William R. Garland, aged 94 years, died 
at the National Soldiers home, at John- 
son City, Tenn., yesterday. 

He had shaken hands with every presi- 
dent of the United States except Wash- 
nigton, He was On sthe naval cadet detail 
which welcomed Lafayette on his second 
visit to America in !824.

They have seen graft and 
loot of every vicious sort perpetrated 
at home and abroad by the agents of 
the government. They have seen un- 
constitutional things brazenly done by 
the administrations, in war and in 
peace, and sanctioned by a partisan 
congress and courts. They have -seen 
strange things that the fathers of the 
republic never dreamed as possibili- 
ties under our form of government, 
and now the people are beginning to 
sit up and take notice of these singu- 
lar innovations. 

The Constitution can see no reason, 
in view of the prospects of the party, 
which are so much better today than 
last year, why earnest and loyal demo- 
crats should not hold in abeyance the 
exploitation of their peculiar views, 
which they know to be at variance with 
the common party feeling, at least 
until the democrats in the national

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TO ARGUE CLAIMS 


Will Make fight To Retain 
Deparment of South, 


Directs Letter to Secretary of War 
Root, in Which Hu Requests 
Hearing if, in the Opinion 
of Mr. Root, It Is 
Necessary. 


Mayor Howell will send a d¢legation of 
Atlantans to Washington to present the 
claims of this city for the headquarters 
of the new military department of the 
south if Hon. Elihu Root, secretary of 
war, advises him -to do s0. 

It is belleved to be Improbable that It 
will be necessary for the Atlantans to 
visit Washington for this purpose, as the 
decision of the general] staff of the army 
has already been given and Secrétary 
Root has already announced that the 
headquarters will come to this city. 

Upon reading in The Constitution yes- 
terday morning the announcement that 
Chattanooga was sénding a delegation to 
secure heaaquarters for the Tennessee 
city, Mayor Howell directed a letter to 
Secretary Root, in which he requetsted 
that he be notified shoulda hearing be 
necessary. 

The letter of Mayor Howell follows: 

“Hon. Elihu Root, Secrétary of War. 
Washington, D. C.—My Dear Sir: We 
were very much gratified in this city by 
the announcement in the papers a few 
days ago that Atlanta had been selected 
as one of the d*partment headquarters 
under the orders of the war department. 

“This morning I see by the papers tnat 
Chattanooga authorities will send a dele- 
gation to Washington to intercede for 
Chattanooga as the place for the estab- 
lishment of the headquarters. 

“This induces me to address you this 
letter. 

“I do not wish to come up with a dele- 
gation from Atlanta to harangue_ the 
pe department on this impostant sup- 
ect. 

“Atlanta has certain loca] advantages 
that I will submit to you briefly: It is 
eentrally located so far as the southeast- 
ern and gulf states are concerned. This 
fives it the advantage, in my opinion, 
ovér any other locality in the south. 

Sherman Favored Atlanta. 

“General Sherman told me personally 
when he was lieutenant general of the 
army that the location of Atlanta was 
the finest piace jn the south in the event 
of any foreign complications, stating 
that in the event of foreign.complications 
she government could reach Norfolk, Va.: 
Wilmington, N. C.; Charleston, Savan- 
nah, Jacksonville, Pe@sacola and New 
Orlktans with ordnance, commissary 
stores, quartermasters’ supplies and sol- 
diers in twelve hours. At the time he 
told me this, 1880, we only had one line 
of roads to each of these places. Now 
we have at least two lines, and In some 
instances three lines to each of the above 
named places. 

“We are 300 miles from the sea coast 
and can be easily defended. 

“IT am sure that the health record of 
Atlanta cannot be surpassed in the south. 

“These are natural advantages that we 
have and I do not believe any locality 
in the south can eclipse them. I believe 
they have had much to do with your de- 
termination to make Atlanta a depart- 
ment headquarters, if this has been done, 

“I do not desire, nor do our people, to 
enter into a scramble and try to in- 
fluence the war d¢partment into a change 
from what they deem best in this mat- 
ter, but am perfectly willing to leave it to 
them to decide on the merits of the @ase. 
but if it is thought that the question \is 
debatable and it is necessary to discuss ik, 
I trust that you wil] notify us and give 
us a hearing. I will be prepared to pre- 
sent to you all the arguments in favor 
ef Atlanta on the lines I have sug- 
gested. 

‘"T have had sufficient. confidence in 
your ability to determine this matter not 
to have bothered you with an unneces- 
sary presentation of our views on the 
subject, but if it Is to be open for dis- 
cussion J hope you will give us a hear- 
ing, otherwise I am perfectly willing to 
leave the matter to your decision. Yours

ROADS TO MERGE. 
LOCAL OFFICES 


Rock Island and Frisco Will 
Consolidate Their 
Offices. 


The Rock Isiand and the 'Frisco offices 
in Atlanta will be consolidated January 
|} and placed under one management. 

Details of the changes that will occur 
in the freight offices of the two roads 
are already known, but those of the pas- 
senger offices are not yet known in this 


city. 

T. C. Tipton, at present commercial 
agent of the Rock Island, will be at the 
head of the joint freight interests here, 
in the capacity of commercia] agent of 
the consolidated systems. Mr. Tipton 
will be assisted by C. A. Forrest as 
traveling freight agent and J. E. Branch 
as soliciting agent, Both these men are 
in his office now and will simply remain 
with him when he takes charge of the 
combined interests of the roads. 

The freight offices of the Rock Island- 
’Krisco systems will be at 24 Decatur 
street, the offices at present occupied by 
the 'Frisco system’s Atlanta representa- 
tives. 

C. F. Austin, the present commercial 
agent of the ‘Frisco system, will be 
transferred to Jacksonville, Fla., 28 CcoMr 
mercial agent of the joint systems. W. 
B. Hurley, soliciting agent of the ‘Frisco 
Were, will accompany Austin to Jackson- 
Ville as soliciting agent of both systems, 

There will be equally important changes 
in fhe passenger department of the two 
Systems locally. Some of the men now 
representing them will be transferred to 
other points and it may be that addition- 
al men will be placed in local office for 
the joint roads. 

The men now in the passenger depart- 
ment of the systems in this ality are: W. 
F. Saunders, general agent of the pas- 
senger department of the ‘Frisco; F. EB. 
Clark, traveling passenger agent of the 
Frisco; 8. L. Parrott, traveling passen- 
ger agent of the Rock Island, and W. M. 
Anderson, soliciting passenger agent of 
the Rock Island. 

It is altogether probable that some of 
these men wilf be kept {n Atlanta as rep- 
resentatives 4f the combined roads, as 
their knowledge of conditions in this 
immediate territory make them more 
available than a new man'could be.

It is 
not the policy of the new system to let 
g°0d men go, and it is said that all their

These changes follow the consolidation 
of the Rock Island and ’Frisco systems, 
which is announced to take place on 
January |. The new road will be known 
as the Rock Island-’Frisco systems, and 
it is the purpose of the managements in 
effecting this deal to bring into closer re- 
latiens their respective lines, which are 
not competitors. 

Thee two lines, it 1s stated, though 
owned by the same people, will remain 
under separate managements.

He 
thinks it possible that by some such plan 
the navigation of the Chattahoochee as 
far up as Atlanta may some day be pos- 
sible.

Congressman Tate today introduced a 
bill providing for the establishment of 
schools of mining in the different states. 
Under the terms of the bill there is to 
be an appropriation of ten thousand dol- 
lars for the first year, with an annual 
increase of one thousand until twenty 
thousand is reached. It is hig idea that 
for Georgia this appropriation which fol- 
lows the general lines of the appropria- 
tions made for the support of agricul- 
tural colleges should be divided hetween 
the state university and the college at 
Dahlonega.

GRAZES DEATH 


Rescued from Private Yacht 
Edna Which Hurricane 
Disabled. 


Brunswick, Ga., December 1!5.—T. Jen- 
kins Haines. son of General Peter C. 
Haines, United States army, who, with 
his wife and one Sailor, was en route 
to the Bahamas in a private yacht, ar- 
rived here this morning on the schooner 
William C. Tanner. He was accompa- 
nied by the crew of thé pleasure yacht 
Edna. which foundered Saturday. 

Haines, owner and master of the yacht, 
is the noted author of the ‘Wind Jam- 
mers” and the “Strife of the Sea.” 

The Bana sailed from Ocracoke, N. C., 
December 7, bound for the West Indles 
and Florida on a pleasure criuse.

Two By-Elections Are Won by

Fiscal Policy of Chamberlain Made 
the Principal Issue, and the

December 15.—Few by-elec- 
tions of recent years have evoked a 
tiths of the interest shown in today’s 
contests in the Dulwich division of Cam- 
berwell and at Lewisham, both conserva- 
tive districts for years.

Joseph Chamberlain tonight expressed 
himself as delighted with the result of 
the efections in Lewisham and Dulwich, 
and the protectionist dailies claim the 
results as a complete triumph for Mr.

Blacker and his Daughter Ejected 
from House by Bailiff 


Aged Peddler and Daughter, Forced

Miss Blacker states that Bailiff Martin 
had a pistol in his hand when he removed 
the furniture from the house, end that 
he had a negro to pull up the carpet 
from the floor and place it, together 
with a walnut bedstead and a marble- 
top bureau, on @ wagon preparatory to 
taking it away for “court costs.’’ It is 
stated that when he was expostulated 
with upon the matter, he left the furni- 
ture and went away, leaving the couple 
in the street. 

Spend Night with Neighbors. 

Some of the neighbors took action in 
the case and carried the old man and 
his daughter to their houses, where they 
spent last night. Mrs. M. Turnell, who 
lives at 398 Whitehal]. took Miss Black- 
er and cared for her; Mrs. Marchman, at 
406 Whitehall, took care of the old map.

Shocking Tragedy Occurred in an Old 
Field Back of Atlanta Univer- 
sity—James Dean Is Only 
Thirteen Years of 
Age. 


A shocking tragedy occurred yesterda: 
afternoon at 2 o'clock in an old field 


lin the rear of Atlanta university when 


Fred Bradshaw, 1l0-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. C. L. Bradshaw, of 122 Chest- 
nut street, was shot and instantly killed 
with a parlor rifle in the hands of James 
Dean, a 13-year-old youth, who resides 
with his widowed mother at the corner 
of: Davf8 and Mitchell streets. 

Young Dean was taken into custody 
shortly afterwards by Police Call Offi- 
eers Maddox and Luck and locked in the 
police station. Coroner J. R. Stamps 
held an inquest later in the afternoon, 
the verdict of the jury being to the ef- 
fect that the killing was accidental Dean 
was then released. 

The killing occurred in sight of and 
only a short distance from the home of 
voung Bradshaw. Dean was out in the 
field in the rear of the university hunt- 
ing birds and he says that the bullet 
that ende@ the life of Fred Bradshaw 
was intended for a field lark. which he 
was trying to kill on the wing. The bul- 
fet, a 22-caliber long, sped through the 
air for a distance of between 140 and 
160 yards and struck Bradshaw in the 
back, as he and Langston Mason. @ little 
playmate, were proceeding together to- 
ward the Bradshaw home from the Wal- 
ker street public school. the Bradshaw 
boy being a pupil in the fourth grade of 
that school. The bullet entered the back 
between the fourth and fifth ribs.. about 
2 inches to the right of the spinal col- 
umn, ani plowing its way diagonally 
across the body through both lungs and 
the heart, lodged immediately beneath 
the skin on the left side. 

Death Came Quickly. 

After being hit, the little fellow gave 
a scream of agony, ran a few feet in 
the direction of his home and fell in a 
heap of trash. At the time of the shoot- 
ing Dean was on top of a slight hill and 
ti Bradshaw and Mason boys were 
walking along in a hollow near the foot 
of the hill. Dean and Bradshaw were 
atrangers to each other, and Dean says 
that he had never seen Bradshaw before. 


The latter noticed Dean hunting birds 


and as he and Mason passed Dean the 
Bradshaw boy pointed out a sparrow 
wk to him. 
oe aan what he had done, young 
Dean became greatly frightened and ran 
quickly from the scene, going directly 
to his home. TNére he told his mother 
that while he was hunting birds he had 
accidentally shot a little boy. Dean then 
went to the home of an aunt, who re- 
sides near by. The snooting had ; been 
reported to the police in the meantime

Instantly his eyes filled with tears, which 


began to trickle down his face. Wiping

James Dean’s Statement. 

Before the coroner’s jury, Dean made 
the following statement In a clear and 
firm tone: 

“Tl was hunting birds in the fields back 
of the Atlanta university when the Brad- 
shaw boy and another little boy passed 
The Bradshaw boy pointed out a 
sparrow hawk, saying, ** Boy, there’ a 
sparrow hawk.’ I shot at the bird, but 
missed it. The two otherb oys then waik- 
ed on down the hill. I continued to hunt 
about on tOp of the hill and I scared up 
a field lark. I quickly raised my gun 
and fired at the bird.- I missed it, and 
on looking down in the hollow, saw the 
little boy fall. I Knew I had shot him 
and as I was scared 1 ran. 1 did not 
shoot him on purpose and would not have 


me. 


harmed him for anything. I had never 
seen him before and did not see him at 
the time I shot.”

Rome, December 15.—Editor Spadonil, of 
The Roman Herald, caused a summons 
to be issued today against Father Mar- 
tin, general of the Society of Jesus, for 
the purpose of obtaining compensation, 
with costs, alleged to be due the editor 
for work done by agreement with Fath- 
er Martin in the propaganda against the 
Americanization of the Catholic church 
in the United States. 

The editor says that Father Martin 
promised to obtain from Pope Leo an 
encyclical condemning the Americanism 
in the church and recalling Archbishop 
Ireland to due obedience to the holy see, 
while at the same time Spadoni was to 
arouse public opinion through the paper 
which he then published, and which was 
called The True Catholic American, is- 
sued in both Italian and English. 

Beginning in February, 1898, several 
copies of this paper were sent to the 
United States. ad 

Spadoni asserts that owing to his writ- 
ings and the influence of his paper Amer- 
icanism in the church had aisappeared 
to a considerable extent, and he called 
for the alleged promised compensation, 
not receiving which he hau recourse to 
the law courts. The case will be argued 
December - 18. 

Father Martin authorized the Associat- 
ed Press to say that Editor Spadoni’s 
allegation is false, and that the case is 
one of blackmail. He sald he would 
not appear in court, but would leave the 
matter altogéther in the hands of his 
lawyers. “

But it’s all se true, so very true, that 
One does not have a chance to grew 
original in the matter of comment, I’m 
afraid. There have been SO many im- 
portant changes in Atlanta since my last 
visit that I could not but think this af- 
ternoon how wonderful and almost mi- 
raeulous these changes would be consid- 
ered tn the old world.” 

“May I ask,” questioned the reporter, 
‘““when it was that you first went to Italy. 
and how it was that you happened to be 
SO well acquainted with that country, as 
is shown in many of your novels?” 

Mr. Crawford leaned forward and 
smiled. ‘‘Well, I was born there, be- 
causé, aS Mark Twain once said, ‘my 
parents happened to be there at the time. 
It is quite true that I am an American, 
and known as such both here and abroad, 
but the fact is that I was born in Rome, 
as were also my brethers and Sisters. My 
father, too, was an Italian, although he 
spent se much time in New aork, and my 
mother was a native New Yorker, But 
they both liked Italy, and made. their 
home there, and I have done the sama 
thing. But my home is no longer in 
Rome, but in the south ef Italy, near 
Naples. 

“No, I am not going te lecture here. 
The fact is, IT have had to give up lectur- 
ing. Dear old Major Pond worked all of 
us sO hard on some of those taps that 
some of us lost our veices during the 
campaign. The majer—there was ne eth- 
er like him—worked se hard himself that 
he finally died from the tremendous ex- 
ertion. He never seemed to be able to 
believe that in his later years his consti- 
tution and capacity for work had chang- 
ed somewhat frem the time when he was 
25 years of age. And he used to think 
txat the lecturers were endowed with the 
Same vitality whieh he enjeyed. But he 
wae the soul of-hener, and I have thou- 
fands of miles and as many happy 
memories te look pack uper enjeyed in 
his company.”

“Was the plot of Marietta based upon 
some foundatien of truth? And were 
the secrets of the glass blowers so care 
fully protected and handed down from 
generation to generation as a priceless 
heritage?’’ asked the reporter. 

“My dear sir, if yeu will pardon me. it 
is impossible to invent fiction: There 
must be a basis of truth te every story, 
and you cannot improve on the realities 
that are to be feund in history. There 
was a basis of truth to all of Dickens’ 
stories. 1 am very fond of Dicaens. I 
have just been reading his ‘Oliver Twist’ 
and some of Jark Londen’s stories. It 
has been most interesting comparing the 
two. About the only change in the city 
seems to be ...at there was more stealing 
and less hunger in Dick@s’ day and 
more hunger and less stealing in these 
present deys of this later writer 

“But I believe I was talking about the 
glass blowers of Venice. I am very glad 
to say that glass blowing ‘s gaining in 
pepularity as a fine art, and some of the 
furnaces in Vemice centuries old are now 
being utilized again. You may remember 
the incident in the story of Marietta 
where the glass blower discovers by ac- 
cident the making of a new and most 
beautiful ¢olur. Well, that incident ac- 
tually eccurred, although f was not in 
dreamy Venice, but hustling, practical New 
York. The incident was an aetua] ex- 
perienee in the life ef LaFarge, of New 
York, and the celor acquired from the 
mixing of copper its still used in ihe mak- 
ing of stained windows, especially where 
there is occasion to picture jewels. He 
told me this some time before I wrote the 
story. and it impressed me with possi- 
bilities that I saved to use afterwards. 

“The story of the glass blewer was 
drawn from life, altheugh I am afraia 
the rea] lame man was nat quite as good 
a character as the one I tried to picture. 
While it may be impossible to invent 


fiction, it is sometimes expedient to draw 
on the imagination in the coloring of 
characters, Those same furnaces are 
still in existence, and I emg very proud of 
the privilege of having a piece of the 
glass from the blewer depicted in the 
story. 

‘My plans are liable to change, but it Is 
probable that I will go back to my home 
in southern Italy shortly after the holi- 
days. I came over in one of thoSe five- 
minute boats, Kaiser Wilbelm II, and it 
was a great mistake. | am very fond of 
the sea, and I like to be with it more. 
Why, with these modern boats, one hard- 
ly gets comfortably settled in one’s cabin 
before she is bumping against the 
wharves of New York. It seéms almost 
like taking advantage of old Neptune to 
shake hands so hurriedly and then run 
away.”’ 

This is a part of the interview of last 
evening, awkwardly retold by a news 
paper man. But in the telling Mr. Craw- 
ford described Venice over his coffee in 
that same picturesque, delightful, itm- 
pressionistic way he wfités, until it is al- 
most possible to hear the regular semi 
audible sweep of the remo as the gon- 
dolier pushes his way through the canals 
of that most poetical city of the world, 
old Venice.

Principles of Their Faith in 
Fact Though Not in Theory.

Chilton from the ministry and member- 
ship of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
s0uth, has caused a sensation in religious 
circles in this State, considering the rea- 


sons Mr. Chilton gets forth for with- 
drawing, 


Mr, Chilton is one ef the best-knewn 
divines in the South and has been a 
member of the Methodist chureh for 


thirty-one years and has been a minister 
for twenty-six years, 


Mr. Chilton claims that he is still a

of today are not like they should be. 
He says: 


“AS a preface to what I wil

better than. I personally deserved. (Anda 
I started on the poorest in the confer- 
ence.)

ily believe that the ronterso ge meng ae al 
lated by Jolin Wesley constitute the nost 
perfect conpendium of Christian ethics 
to be found. 

“These things being true, {it will nat- 
urally be inquired: ‘Why, then, do you 
Separate from the Methodists?’ 

|, Because the Methodists of today 
have largely gone back on their own 
doctrines—not in theory, as a church, 
perhaps, but practically as a people. Her 
preachers have. to a great extent, ceased 
to preach, and the ruling element in the 
church has ceased to believe in her most 
vital and fundamental doctrines. The 
éoctrine—basic to all religion—of the in- 
nate depravity of the human heart is 
scouted and ridiculed by numbers of men, 
some of them in high place, and that 
without being called to answer for it. 
The doctrine of eternal punishment has 
well nigh ceased being preached by Meth- 
Odists, especially in the cities, and men 
of netorious unsound and unscripu'ous 
views on this subject, judged by Meth- 
odiet standards, are to be found in high 
pleca aleo, and that without rebuke. 

“Having rejected her magna charter, 

it is little wonder that the churches, as 
a rule. de not endure sound doctrine 
upon other lines. TI record it with sorrow, 
but it is nevertheless true. that the ruling 
element in most of the churches in which 
I have preached, either as pastor, evan- 
gelist or helper (and I have preached in 
& great many in many states) dnring the 
last fourteen vears, hes not enly fal'ed 
to cooperate in the effort fer genuine 
revival of God's work, but it has repu- 
diated and rejected the plain truths of 
the Bible: and ofttimes the most violent 
and stubborn opposition to the gospel 
came from the official memberShip of the 
church.

ers to see that it was done. but (the 
majority of them), on the contrary, if re- 
port be true. lent their infinuence and en- 
ergy to keep it from being done, it is 
not only time to hide but to quit. 

“Rut when the general conference, the 
highest court of the church, not only 
ratifies the acts of the bishops, but in- 
dorees, by refusing to condemn, the act 
of the book agents in the matter, and, 
refecting the solemn protect of a large 
minority of that hodv. deliberately re- 
elects one of the offending agents to the 
same office. then I say, that act (the 
general conference being a delegated and 
regulated body) became the act of the 
whole church, for which the whole church 


is responsible before a

OVER CUBAN BL 


Friends and Foes of Measure 
in Lively Deba'e 


During the Discussion Aldrich, of 
Rhode Island, Declared the 
Tariff on Sugar Too High. 
Patterson, of Colorado, 
Attacks Cuban Bill. 


Washington, December !5.—The senate 
continued the debate on the Cuban bill 
today. Mr. Perkins, of California, spoke 
for the measure, as did Mr. Simmons, of 
North Carolina. Mr. McCumber, of 
North Dakota, opposed it. Mr. Patter- 
son, of Colorado, made an extended 
speech against the bill, during which 
there were numerous colloquies between 
himself, Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Dolliver. 
With the former there was quite a live- 
ly debate on the tariff in which Mr. Ald- 
rich said the duty on sugar was t0o high. 
Mr. Dolliver replied to suggestions made 
by Mr. Patterson that Governor Cum- 
mings, of Iowa, had changed his tariff 
views after having visited the white 
house. Others were engaged in the de- 
bate at the close of the session. 

At the opening of the session a regolu- 
tion authorizing the printing of 2,000 
copies of the war department report on 
expenditures in Cuba during the oceupa- 
tion of the United States was agreed to 

When the Cuban reciprocity bil] was 
taken up Mr. Perkins, of California 
spoke. He declared that the people of 
the United States had increased their 
Sugar consumption 6 pounds a year per 
capita during the last eight years. Mr. 
Perkins maintained that the domestic 
sugar industry would not suffer by rea- 
son ef the operation of the treaty as 
should we buy the whole Cuban crop 
it would only supply one-third of the 
amount needed. Cuba had, he said, 
abandoned the cultivation of citrus plants 
on account of the vast success of this 
crop in California and Florida. 


Simmons for the Bill. 

Mr. Simmons, of North Carolina, ex- 
plained that he had voted for the treaty 
and would vote for the bill. The bill 
contained some provisions he would like 
to have amended, but he realized, he said, 
the time for such changes was when the 
treaty was under consideration. He ob- 
jected particularly to what is known as 
the five-year clause of the measure be- 
cause the action of one congress can- 
not bind future congresses. 

Mr. McCumber, of North Dakota, -ridi- 
culed the statements of friends of the 
measure that its passage was payment 
of a debt and said such expressions were 
poor ideas of philosophy. On the con- 
trary, he said, Cuba for years had tug- 
ged at the tether which bound her to 
Spanish aggression and when we cit 
those bonds it was not understeod that 
we should bear the expense of making 
the Cubans prosperous and happy. Be- 
yond applying to Cuba the protection of 
the Monroe doctrine, guarding her 
against externa] dangers from foreign 
countries and possibly international] an- 
archy, he said, we have no duty toward 
the island that has not been already dis- 
charged. 

Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, took up a 
colloquy which occurred yesterday be- 
tween Senators Teller, of Colorado, and 
Lodge, of Maseachusetts, concerning the 
laws of Cuba governing immigration of 
Chinese into the island. Mr. Lodge had 
attempted to show that the Chinese ex- 
clusion act of this cOuntry was in force 
in Cuba. Mr. Patterson antagonized the 
statement and read reports issued by the 
war department and later enacted inrc 
law in Cuba and other data, to suppert 
the adverse position which had been 
taken by his colleague. 


Aldrich on Sugar Tariff. 

Mr. Patterson predicted a vast influx 
ef Chinese into Cuba and declared the 
republican congréss to be the mouth- 
piece for the influences which threaten to 
destroy the beet sugar industry. He 
found the inspiration of this course in the 
sugar trust. Mr. Patterson was proceed- 


‘tng to say that he weuld be willing to 
have the tariff en sugar reduced if there 


could be a corresponding reduction in 
other ara&cles of import, when Mr. Aldrich 
interrupted him to ask if he was willing 
to make advalorem rates On sugar as 
on other articles. Mr. Patterson replied 
that he was willing to tale the present 
tariff as a basis and he asked Mr. Ald- 
rich if he considered the tariff inequitable. 
The Rhode Island senator replied that he 
considered the tariff too high, and when 
Mr. Patterson was about to congratulate 
himself upon this admission. Mr. Aldrich 
exclaimed that he had reference to the 
duty on sugar. 

Mr. Patterson proceéded to say that he 
was willing to place himself upon the 
platform of Thomas Jefferson on the 
protection of American industries, but in 
reply to a question from Mr. Aldrich as 
to whether a democratic caucus would 
indorse that doctrine, he said that the 
democratic party is not a free trade 
garty, but is for incidental protection. 

The democratic party was not alone, 
sald Mr. Patterson, in net being a unit. 
It had not been so long since the re- 
publican governor of Iowa had come te 
Washingten and after a visit to the white 
house had returned to Iowa and allowed 
Mr. Allison, the senior senater from that 
state, to write the party platform for 
him. 

The Iowa Idea. 

Mr. Dolliver interrupted to say that 
there had been nothing to Indicate that 
Governer Cummins had surrendsrred any 
of his tariff views, ‘and,.’* he added, “the 
results of the last election show that he 
has not surrendered any of his majori- 
ties.”’ 

Mr. Patterson declared that foyr out of 
five senators would hold their noses while 
talking for this bill and that many of 
them would cast their voves against it if 
they ceuld break away from the in- 
fluences of the white house. He com- 
pared those who are contrelled by this 
influence to “a nest of young robins 
standing with mouths wide open and
